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Ralph Rule 
dies; services 
held T uesday 

Funeral services for Ralph R. Rule, 75, were 
held Tuesday at 1 p.m. at Congregational Church 
in Sierra Madre. Interment was at Rose Hills Memo¬ 
rial Park. 

Mr. Rule, a long-time resident of the city, 
died at his home about 7 a.m. June 2 after a 
long battle with cancer. 

Mr. Rule, who served 13 years as Sierra Madre 
City Councilman, three of those as Mayor, was 
born in Mayfield, KY. on Sept. 30, 1913. He moved 
to Colorado at an early age and was educated 
in Denver schools. 

He and his wife, Kathryn “Kay,” were married 
in Denver and celebrated their 50th wedding anni¬ 
versary Mar. 29, 1986. 

They moved to San Francisco in 1936 and Mr. 
Rule was employed by a large transcontinental 
trucking company which later became involved in 
the transportation of ammunition for the Navy. 

He served as a commissioned officer in the U.S. 
Naval Reserve during World War II. He was at¬ 
tached to the Port Director’s Office in 1945 when 
the United Nations was formed and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Conference met to draft the charter of the 
United Nations. He was assigned as a naval aide 
to the delegation from Liberia. 

After his release from active duty, the Rules 
moved to Southern California and he was honorably 
discharged from the Naval Reserve in November, 
1953. They moved to Sierra Madre the following 
year. 

Mr. Rule retired in 1981 when he was vice 
president of Southwestern Portland Cement Com¬ 
pany and president of Azusa Land Company, a 
subsidiary. 

He was appointed to the Sierra Madre City 
Council in 1961, served 13 years and was mayor 
for three terms. Other voluntary efforts during 
this period included his being chairman of volun¬ 
teers for the Sierra Madre Community Nursery 
School, 1956-57 and co-president of the Sierra 
Madre PTA for two years. He was a member 
of the Sierra Madre Rose Float Association from 
1957 and served as chairman for four years. He 
received the Rose Float Award of Merit for Out¬ 
standing Achievement in 1971.

of the Sierra Madre Library and .served as chair¬ 
man of the Sierra-Hastings District Council of 
Campfire Girls. 

He was appointed by the Pasadena Board 
of Education to the Task Force to Assess the Re¬ 
lationship of the Sierra Madre Community to the 
Pasadena Unified School District, of which Sierra 
Madre was a part. 

Mr. Rule was chairman of the SMILE Com¬ 
mittee (Sierra Madreans Interested in Local Educa¬ 
tion) which was formed after the school district 
announced plans to bus students into and out of 
Sierra Madre in compliance with a court order to 
establish racial balance in schools. 

The deceased was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Citizens Committee for Excellence 
in Education which was formed by the Pasadena 
Board of Education in 1960 and a member of the 
Expanded School Program Curriculum Committee 
for the Pasadena School District. 
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Deputy District Attorney Elton Sims rested his 
case against Jeffrey Steven Percell Tuesday and 
Judge Judson Morrison ruled to hold Percell over 
for trial for the murders of Percell’s parents, Doris 
Alice and John Henry Percell, both 61. 

Arraignment is set for June 21 at 9 a.m. 

J he older Percells were found slain in their 
Sierra Madre home Nov. 16, 1988. Each had 
been shot to death. They were in separate bed¬ 
rooms in the Liliano Ave. home, covered with 
bedclothes. 

Percell, 31, insists that he is innocent of the 
double murder charges against him. 

Sims told The News Tuesday that he plans to 
recommend the death penalty for the Sierra Madre 
man. 

Sims also said that two pieces of evidence 
that were “most interesting” included testimony 
from Carmen Tognelli, the owner of the Midtown 
Motel in Burlington, Vt. She testified that she 
noticed that Percell came in with one bag and 
carried a different bag when he checked out. 

She said that after he surrendered, she had a 
■dream that the first bag was in a “crawl space.” 
She went to the room Percell had occupied and 
found numerous jewelry items, among them Per- 
cell’s mother’s wedding ring in the missing bag. 

In other testimony, the chambermaid in the 
Bay View Motel, Newport, Me., where Percell 
had also stayed, discovered four guns hidden bet¬ 
ween the box springs in the bed of the room he 
had occupied last April. A fingerprint on one of 
the guns belonged to Percell. 

In testimony last week, Percell’s sister, Linda 


Tissel, identified 10 items that belonged to the older 
Percells. The items included pieces of jewelry and 
a camera, all that had been recovered in Miami

The Buchans, with four children, and the Col¬ 
berts with seven, helped swell Sierra Madre s pop¬ 
ulation to approximately 1200 people.

The discovery of the threshold to the golden 
dream of cheap, clean and unlimited energy pro¬ 
duced by nuclear fusion at room temperature 
(cold fusion) was claimed recently by two scien¬ 
tists, chemists Stanley Pons of the University of 
Utah and Martin Fleischmann of the University of 
Southampton.

In observance of this occasion.

In the few years this simple cere¬ 
mony has been in existence, it has 
enjoyed increasing acceptance as more 
Americans enjoy its stimulating ex¬ 
perience. The “Pause for the Pledge”

Careful evaluation 
of development 
should continue 

Regarding the Lawson 
Martins’ proposed de¬ 
velopment, 1 testified at 
the City Council hear¬ 
ing and stated, as no¬ 
ted by The News, that 
the project should be 
evaluated in terms of 
what things can go wrong 
and how bad could the 
effects be if something 
did, in fact, go wrong. 
Mr. Michael Gallagher 
wrote The News, agree¬ 
ing that the above test 
is appropriate for the 
Martins’ proposal. Un¬ 
fortunately, however, he 
did not use this test in 
(apparently) finding the 
development to be ac¬ 
ceptable. I would like to 
apply the test for the 
benefit of your many 
readers. 

The public hearing 
with the City Council 
was designed to get all 
the issues on the table. 
Mr. Martin and two per¬ 
sons in his employ were 
the only supporters of 
the proposed develop¬ 
ment. A number of per¬ 
sons testified against it, 
laying out a long list of 
the risks involved in the 
project. First, the pro¬ 
ject carries with it an 
increased risk of fires, as 
attested by Fire Chief 
Tracy and Councilman 
Maurer. Second, the 


proposed layout involves 
hazardous traffic situa¬ 
tions, which Mayor 
Crow pointed out. Third, 
there are geological risks 
in terms of both earth¬ 
quake possibilities and 
potential flooding or 
mudslides. Fourth, men¬ 
tion was made of the 
negative impact the 
project may have on 
wildlife in the area. 

The attorney for the 
Martins apologized at 
the hearing for taking so 
much time, but explain¬ 
ed that he did so be¬ 
cause there were so many 
issues to address. I point¬ 
ed out to the Council 
that his admission, in 
fact, demonstrated that 
there were a lot of 
things that could go 
wrong if the project 
were approved. In addi¬ 
tion, there was substan¬ 
tial testimony that the 
Environmental Impact 
Report had not properly 
addressed all of these 
hazards. As part one of 
the test, therefore, it is 
clear that “Many things 
can go wrong.’’ 

Part two of the test 
involves looking at whe¬ 
ther the consequences of 
something going wrong 


are enough to worry 
about. Mr. Gallagher 
does not feel that Sierra 
Madreans have any rea¬ 
son for concern, since he 
writes that floods and 
mudslides never occur in 
our city and that gra¬ 
ding methods now are 
better than they used to 
be. I disagree. As I sta¬ 
ted at the hearing, tra¬ 
gedies do occur, al¬ 
though certainly not in a 
predictable fashion; I ex¬ 
plained to the Council 
that my family had been 
vacuated during the Bel 
Aire fire, (whicl> started 
in the hills and worked 
its way down to hund¬ 
reds of homes, and in 
a location with far less 
winds than we have here) 
and that there were hill- 
slides in Brentwood and 
Pacific Palisades when 
we were there. I cannot 
say for sure what the 
probabilities of these 
events — or the others 
stated above — occur¬ 
ring are, but it should 
be clear to everyone that 
the consequences would 
be horrendous. One ma¬ 
jor fire is more than 
enough. One traffic fa¬ 
tality is more than 
enough. Do we want to 
take our chances? 


One last point. Mr. 
Gallagher seems to imply 
that the Council should 
approve the Martins’ 
project because (a) the 
Martins have spent a lot 
of money on it, and (b) 
someone else may come 
along with money and 
political clout and get 
it done anyway. It is 
clear that these com¬ 
ments have nothing to 
do with the test Mr. Gal¬ 
lagher agrees must be 
used. Furthermore, these 
points make no sense. 
The California Environ¬ 
mental Quality Act does 
not state or imply that 
environmental risks can 
be ignored whenever a 
developer puts money in¬ 
to pre-project planning. 
(If this were true, why 
have the law?) Also, I 
strongly disagree that 
our Council members 
can be “bought” by any¬ 
body. Mr. Gallager has 
strayed from the real is¬ 
sues. 

The Council reviewed 
the facts and unanimous¬ 
ly disapproved the Mar¬ 
tins’ parcel map. They 
used the right test and 
are to be commended 
for the integrity of their 
decision.

Ways to tie up landi 


Mounting concern over preservation of the 
cn\irons that make Sierra Madre a unique and 
desirable community has spawned a number of ordi¬ 
nances and movements aimed at stifling both change 
and growth. 

Ihe Historic Cultural Preservation Ordinance, 
adopted two years age, restricts the rights ol own¬ 
ers ol historic homes in effecting changes in those 
houses. 

Several proposed ordinances would place addi- 
lir'ual restrictions on all properties. 

One would restrict removal and even pruning 
of trees; another would require Conditional Use 
i’ermiis to build or remodel homes, and under con- 
sideiation for downz.oning from R-3 and R-2 are 
areas on South Baldwin, North Mountain Trail, 
W'csi Highland, East Laurel and Victoria Lane, all 
cut reiilly under moratorium. 

I he most extensive preservation movement in¬ 
volves the entire undeveloped front range of the 
mountains within Ihe city limits which also current¬ 
ly is under building moratorium. 

I he proposed hillside ordinance would place 
test net ions on areas below the 1200-fool elevation, 
varving from one house per five acres to one per 20 
iicrcs. All sections above the 1200-foot mark would 
be icsirictcd to one house per 40 acres. 

C oncern over applications for a four-lot de- 
vcU'pmcnl in the northeast section of the hillside, 
which was submitted just prior to the beginning 
of the moratorium, has mushroomed into a move¬ 


ment to investigate establishment of a conservancy 
or land trust to permanently preserve the land as 
pristine undeveloped hillside. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer and a group 
of preservation-minded residents have been making 
inquiries regarding the possibilities offered by either 
government or private trusts aimed at locking up 
the hillsides for posterity. 

The City Council has agreed to look into the 
possibilities, although at least one councilmember 
has expressed the feeling that the restrictions con¬ 
tained in the proposed hillside ordinance should 
be sufficient protection for Ihe hillsides. 

Not so, says Maurer. “Future councils could 
change the zoning at will,” he said. “They could 
even do away with the IKX) acres of city-owned 
Wilderness Area, established some 20 years ago. 
Only a land trust or conservancy could lock it up 
permanently.” 

There are over 700 land trusts in the U.S., 
spread over the entire country, with over 500,000 
members. They vary considerably and their aims 
vary, also. Private trusts have considerably more 
Hexibility than government conservancies.

Explains why SMPBE wish to join Arcadia

There ha.s been some misimdei standing of the 
goals of Sierra Madre Parents I'or a Better Ed¬ 
ucation, as reflected in several letters in the May 11 
issue of the Sierra Madre News. SMPBH’s sup¬ 
porters want to join the Arcadia School District 
because they believe that in the short and long 
term, our children will 'cccive a better education. 
This belief is based upon the established track 
records of the two districts. 

Although the socio-ecimomic status of the stu¬ 
dents of the two districts are not far apart, ac¬ 
cording to the state’s SES index, there are very 
significam ditfcrences in the districts’ California 
Assessment (’>ogram (CAP) scores. Pasadena’s 
scores have improved, but, so have Arcadia’s. 
Over the last several years since the CAP scores 
have been recorded, Pasadena has not even start¬ 
ed to close the substantial gap. 

We also believe that the Arcadia school dis¬ 
trict will be more responsive to parents and the 
community of Sierra Madre. In an Arcadia-Sierra 
Madre school district. Sierra Madre voters would 
represent about 20% of the registered voters. In 
the present Pasadena Unified School District, Sier¬ 
ra Madre repre.sents less that 5% of the total 
voters. 

Two argutiients have been raised in opposition 
to the reorganization of the school districts and 
neither has merit. The first is that SMPBE is 
seeking to return to a segregated district. This is 
false and insulting. The management of the Pa¬ 
sadena district should be condemned for making 
such a base appeal to prejudice. The falsity of the 
claim that SMPBE believes is obvious: Arcadia 
is approximately 50% minority. Ihe ethnic balance 
of the Pasadena Unified School District will change 
only by an insignificant 1 to 2 percent if Sierra Madre 
leaves. Not one supporter of SMPBE that I know 
has such feelings. 

We grew up in integrated society, went to in¬ 
tegrated schools, work in an integrated society and 
believe in an integrated society. We strongly be¬ 
lieve in an integrated school system, such as Ar¬ 
cadia’s. Public schools have always been the foun¬ 
dation of our democracy. Unfortunately, Sierra 
Madre parents have already cast their votes on 
the Pasadena district, not because of its ethnic 
balance, but because of the quality of the edu¬ 
cation and safety of the schools. 

Of the approximately 1900 school-age children 
in Sierra Madre, about 600 are in the Pasadena 
district. SMPBE hopes that once Sierra Madre is 
part of Arcadia, this number will substantially 
increase. An informal survey taken, confirms that 


this will happen. Parents pay for private school 
tuition not because they want to spend their money, 
but because they believe they have no viable al¬ 
ternative. Accordingly, SMPBE is the true and 
strong supporter of integrated public education. 

The second charge made against SMPBE is 
that we believe the teachers at the Sierra Madre 
Elementary School and in the Pasadena district 
are inadequate. Nothing can be further from the 
truth. They do the best they can with what they 
have. Unfortunately, they cannot change the man¬ 
agement of the Pasadent district. We are happy 
that the teachers at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School will be protected when the reorganiza¬ 
tion of school districts takes place. All will have 
the right by statute to either stay with Pasadena 
or join Arcadia with full protection of their 
seniority and tenure rights. Moreover, the Arcadia 
salary and benefit package is better than Pasade¬ 
na’s at most levels, including the entry level, 
which is needed to recruit good teachers. 

All persons who believe in a better future 
for Sierra Madre as a community, should support 
reorganization of the school district. Whatever 
residents of Sierra Madre may think of the Pa¬ 
sadena district, many young families are unwilling 
to move here because of our present situation. 
Sierra Madre can only continue to grow, prosper 
and improve if we remain a balanced community 
with young families and new residents. 

Some may be content with the present system 
because their children are lucky enough to be part 
of a program for exceptional students or because 
they have no children. I am not. 1 support the 
reorganization of Sierra Madre into the Arcadia 
Unified School District.

scene. 

One wonders where 
Andrew Lloyd Weber 
will end up in the his¬ 
tory of musical theater. 
He has been writing 
near-opera for some time 
now. “Evita” and “Je¬ 
sus Christ Superstar,” 
were wonderfully inova- 
tive. “Rainbow Ex¬ 
press,” a romance about 
trains, where everybody 
wears rollerskates, does 
seem a bit far out. 


“Phantom” seems a 
return to a much older 
operatic tradition: a few 
words, melodies much 
more lyrical than their 
lyrics and dazzling sta¬ 
ging. Weber says the 
form is suitable to the 
story which is true enough. 
The form was original¬ 
ly developed to suit the 
19th century audiences 
who looked for glamour 
over content. Perhaps, 
they still do.

or Boston, Vermont and Maine. 

Pawnbrokers from Maine to Florida testified 
that Percell was the person who sold jewelry to 
them, jewelry that was later identified as that 
b^oiiging to Percell’s slain parents. 

Last week, John Eckert, owner of Monterey 
Meat, employer of John Percell, also testified that 
when the deceased did not appear for work in 
November of last year, he was concerned because 
Mr. Percell was “very diligent and punctual.” 

In last week’s testimony, Judy Alcala, book¬ 
keeper at Monterey Meat, said during this time 
•he called the residence because Western Union 
had called her to verify the Percells’ home phone. 
' There had been a request for money to be sent 
to the Percell home. 

Abala said she called the residence after 3 p.m. 
on Nov. 15 and a male answered. She asked if 
the person on the other side was Jeff and he 

answered “yes.” 

According to coroners’ testimony last week, the 
victims were already dead by then. 

Percell told the bookkeeper that his father had 
taken his mother to the hospital. The bookkeeper 
said she checked several hospitals and found that 
none of them had admitted Doris Percell. 

A Las Vegas policeman told the court that 
the white Mercedes auto allegedly belonging to 
Mrs. Percell had been found a month atter the 
killings, Dec. 15. It was recovered in the parking 
lot of the Tropicana, had been impounded and the 
evidence was sealed inside the car. 

In searching the vehicle, policemen found 
Jeffrey Percell’s fingerprints on a bottle of bourbon 
that was partially drunk. The rear view mirror was 
set fora person Jeffrey Percell’s height. 

Public Defender Michael Duffcy, who has 
represented Percell, has contended that none of the 
evidence shows that Percell actually killed his par-

Many dozens of Sierra Madreans are lapping 
their memory banks to “fill in” the blank pages 
of Sierra Madre’s history. A number of volunteers 
are quietly eondueting interviews with nearly 100 lung 

time residents who have enthusiastically embraced 
the effort. 

I'he project, which is part of the Southwesi 
Oral History association i rogram, is sponsored 
by the Sierra Madre Library, l.ibrarian loni Huck- 
ner is providing valuable help and, with her highly 
supportive library staff, the interviews arc moving 
along without a hitch. 

The project is quite simple. Kesidenls who res 
pond are introduced to an interviewer who sets a 
time and location for the interview (usually ai ihe 
library in their California Room). Usually the inter 
view is recorded (taped) to assist in transcribing 
the lengthy material. Eventually, the edited material 
will be assembled into a book and become :i per¬ 
manent part of our city’s history. 

During portions of the project, a video will be 
assembled which will highlight particularly signi¬ 
ficant or impactful events, people or locations 
which are developed during the interviews. 

Participants are having a wonderful lime seeing 
old friends and making new ones. To keep track 
of progress and to keep everyone informed, a num¬ 
ber of meetings have been held at the library. 
Not surprisingly, many of the people already inter¬ 
viewed are making it point to return for the meet¬ 
ings. 

One thing frequently heaid at these meetings is 
the note of approval held by those pariicipmiing . . 
they feel the effort is not only an important one 
for the city and its history, but a mark being made 
for future generations to rellect on in the distant 
future. 

Interviewees, incidently, are provided a copv 
of their tape for their family to hold as pan of 
theit own history. Mission Communications in Sierra 
Madre is handling the task of duplicating the tapes. 
The material being developed and assembled from 
the interviews is both amazing in scope and reveal¬ 
ing in content. 

How many current Sierra Madreans, for exam¬ 
ple, knew of the Sierra Madre Dairy and of its 


late? Who built Ihe magnificent rock wall where 
Slurievant meets ():ilWhv did people flock 
to Siena Madre in the early part of this centur^? 
f)ncc an interview commences, many are amazed^at 
how much is lurking in the deep recesses of their 
minds , . . information that was nearly forgotten 
as being iriv iai and ptirt ol “long ago. 

layne Kisincr, Oial History Project coordina- 
loi, is beaming at the incredible response the enty’s 
residents and volunteers are showing lor the 
project. 

“I couldn’t be happier with the way people are 
responding to this. We now have well over a hund¬ 
red people who wish to parlieipale, and I m getting 
word of new add-ons nearly every day. The interest 
and support are phenomenal all these people calling 
in wanting to interview, willing to transcribe . . . the 
telephone work done by Helen W'alker . . . everyone 
seems to not only want the project but to be a part 
ol the team.” 

layne Kisiner is not new to historical research 
efiorts. She works for governmental agencies, pri¬ 
vate business and individuals performing field re¬ 
search and also performs considerable historical work 
l ot I he ciiv ol Pasadena.

Health Advisory, and — we forget!” they remark. 

“Our children have worked alongside us when¬ 
ever possible, and so have many caring individuals. 
We will take credit for being completely unbiased 
about where we spent our energies. We don’t 
need to belong to a group in order to participate. 
It could be a private party, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Girl Scouts, the Search and Rescue, a 
church or school, the Rose Float Association, or 
a celebration and fund-raiser of some kind. It hasn’t 
mattered. We have always been motivated by worth¬ 
while benefits and causes. We never said no. We 
just followed our hearts and our heads. It’s a won¬ 
derful way of life. Others will tell you the same,” 
they conclude.

At first 1 was going to take strong excep¬ 
tion to last weeks headline on The News 
front page stating: “ERA to indicate town s 
future.” The word “indicate” jumped off the 
page and paraded like a matador’s cape in liont 
of a fresh fighting bull. 

Overreaction, you say. Too emotional a 
response to a single word, you suggest? What’s 
the fuss, you wonder? A quick trip to my dog- 
earred Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary 
served to reduce, but not fully eliminate, 
the source of concern. The concern was, still is, 
that too many people will jump to the conclu¬ 
sion that ERA’S pending reports will have the 
definitive answers to all the questions relative 
to Sierra Madre’s downtown revitalization pro¬ 
gram. 

To me, the headline initially suggested 
the pronouncements from a marketing con¬ 
sultant firm. Economics Research Associates 


(ERA), were viewed as the long-awaited answer 
to the hard, often asked question: “What should 
Sierra Madre’s downtown be?” Obviously, Main 
Street is hopeful that their research and analysis 
is going to be the basis upon with a success¬ 
ful economic revitalization strategy can be de¬ 
signed and implemented. That strategy, how¬ 
ever, will result not from the adoption of 
a consultant’s report but from a lot of hard 
work by our business community, govern¬ 
mental officials and general citizenry. 

First of all. there will be differences of 
opinion on the interpretation of the consul¬ 
tant’s data and recommendations. Next, there 
will be the varied impacts different develop¬ 
ment strategies create for the various segments 
of our community. Of course there will be the 
ever present questions about where the money 
comes from, how it is channeled to where it 
is needed, and why. 

Jumping to early conclusions or dis¬ 
missing unusual solutions will not get the job 
done. Perhaps that’s why that suspect headline 
had such a jarring impact on me. Repositioning 
Sierra Madre’s business district in the San 
Gabriel Valley market place to gain higher levels 
of economic benefit may dictate significant 
change from what has existed. Whatever direc¬ 
tion seems logical, is supported by facts or 
proposed by our consultants, will have to be 
understood, accepted and actively supported. 
Main Street’s responsibility is to see that the 
facts are made available, the opportunity exists 
for discussion and debate, and decisions about 
Sierra Madre’s business district future are made 
in an informed manner. Hey, that ain’t gonna 
be easy!

“Quite a shock.” 

While Jones’ work had also produced cold 
fusion, his careful count of energy output showed 
only one-trillionth the amount claimed by the two 
chemists. 

The scientific community has been in an uproar 
ever since the announcement and has become in¬ 
creasingly critical of Pons and Fleischmann as in¬ 
dependent experiments fail to produce the energy 
they claimed — four times the energy input. They 
did, however, confirm Jones’ work. 

Jones, like most of his colleagues, believes the 
phenomena Pons and Fleischmann claim to have 
observed cannot be due to fusion. 

Jones has been conducting research on cold 
fusion for close to a decade, using three different 
approaches: electrochemical, pressure loading and 
muon-catalyzed fusion. 

The News carried an article on his work in its 
issue of Nov. 1, 1988. 

A recent joint project, combining the electro¬ 
chemical and pressure loading methods, by teams 
under Jones’ direction at Los Alamos National 
1 Laboratory and Brigham Young University, con¬ 
firmed the discovery of a new scientific pheno¬ 
menon with production of one neutron every 10 
seconds. Exciting experiments with putting deute¬ 
rium under pressure over titanium produced bursts 
of neutrons — as many as 1(X) at a time. 

Jones said the results were “Really surprising. 


No one imagined it could be done without the aid 
of muons, by chemical loading and electricity ...” 

He is working on cheaper ways to produce 
cold fusion and increase the energy output, but 
feels a solution as far as production of practical 
energy is concerned is not just around the corner. 

The best hope still for future commercial use 
of fusion, he believes, is “hot fusion” — mag¬ 
netic or innertial fusion produced by lasers or par¬ 
ticle beams. 

Jones believes he is on the track of a scien¬ 
tific breakthrough, but not the one Pons and 
Fleischmann claim. His breakthrough would be in 
the area of better understanding of the geology of 
our planet, including the mechanics of earthquakes 
and volcanoes, through study of what he is con¬ 
vinced is evidence of cold fusion occurring natural¬ 
ly inside the earth. 

He plans to go to the Hawaiian Islands in a 
few weeks to set up an experiment there, inves¬ 
tigating evidence of fusion by-products in Kilauea 
Volcano on the Big Island. 

Jones’ parents, who reside in Sierra Mad'e, are 
justly proud of their son’s achievements. 

In a comment to his mother, Steven (ones 
said, “We’ve opened the door, at least, ani we 
don’t know where the path will lead.” 

Whether or not it leads to golden commerOal 
dreams, it will certainly contribute to the scientilc 
treasure house of understanding our planet eart. 
and the universe about us.

The 
latter, a two-billion dol¬ 
lar international com¬ 
pany based in Houston, 
Texas, has extensive ope¬ 
rations in the southland, 
adds Weinnurm. 

Western has been do¬ 
ing business in South¬ 
ern California for some 
35 years and currently 
has a contract with Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Richard Haft, 
executive vice-president 
and general counsel for 
Western, reported on 
Monday that his com¬ 
pany was “getting close” 
in its negotiations with 
Best. 

Regarding Arcadia’s 
new voluntary recycling 
program. Haft said that 
recycling is a good 
program, you “just have 
to pay for it.” He added 
that recycling is expen¬ 
sive, costing between $2 
and $3 extra per house 
per month and that the 
current contract with 
Best allowed only $1 per 
month per house. How¬ 
ever, any increase in 
rates would have to be 
approved by the city 
council. 


Best has been in the 
refuse business in the 
San Gabriel Valley for 
some 50 years. The busi¬ 
ness was developed and 
owned by Ralph Thor- 
sen until his death 10 


years ago. Since that 
time, it has been run 
by his wife, Billie. And 
now, according to Wein¬ 
nurm, she feels “it’s 
time to get on with the 
rest of my life.”

While supporting the 
pro-democracy demon¬ 
strations in China, local 
Chinese residents are 
saddened by last week¬ 
end’s military crack¬ 
down which resulted in 
the death of many thou¬ 
sands of Beijing’s stu¬ 
dents in Tian An Men 
Square. 

Wayne Lin, pres¬
